IN AN ADDRESS AT THE ANNUAL 

a banquet of the Prudential Insurance Company of 
America the other day. Hon. Hanford MacNider. 
United State* Minister to Canada, said the respon¬ 
sibility for righting the wrongs of the world rested 
with the people of the United States end Canada. 

Mr. MacNider. of course, does aot expect to be 
taken too literally. We think, however, we know 
whet he means. But even if there two countries were 
to announce that they were prepared to show the rest 
of the nations of the world the error of their ways 
in nny form that would not be calculated to offend 
their susceptibilities, would the other nations listen 
with any show of patience, much less take ■ hint) 
After all, there is a 5.000-mile object Icseon 
on this continent which ia itself is eloquent proof 
that if two or more peoples really want to lire along¬ 
side one another at peace, instead of glaring at one 
another from fortresses, there as no reason why they 
can not do so. 

But other nations have got so ret in their ways 
that it takes a great deal to move them along saner 
him. They are learning, however, end in the end 
the example which Canada end the United States 
are setting them may appeal more forcibly to them 
than at present. 

IN THE SAME BOAT 

S PEAKING BEFORE THE BOARD OF 
Trade m Vancouver, Hon. R- H. Pooley. 
Attorney-General in the Tolmie government, con¬ 
demned the practice of rushing important legislation 
during the last two or three days of the session. He 
considered it unfair to the Legislature, the Attorney- 
General himself, and the public of the province. 

Few will disagree with Mr. Pooley. A great 
deal of the time of every session of the Legislature 
is taken up by the discussion of amending bills, many 
of which would be unnecessary if adequate thought 
had previously been given to the original statute. 
Changing conditions, of course, demand alterations 
to the law*. But these cases are largely in the 
minority. 

Is not Mr- Pooley pertly responsible for the delay 
in the introduction of legislation) We presume he 
would consider the Taxation Act and the special 
Income Tax Act important matters. Both measures 
were brought into the Legislature by Use Minister of 
Finance in the dying days of the sesame. Perhaps 
he found it far from an easy job to persuade Mr. 
Jones to hurry his bad news into the House. 

But surely Mr. Pooley has not forgotten that 
it was he who, less than forty-eight hours before 
prorogation last year, presented a bill to the Legis¬ 
lature which changed the government's liquor policy 
very considerably—one change providing for a three- 
man commission, later to be appointed at a combined 
salary of $30,000. $18,000 more per annum than the 
province paid for the one-man commission the emend¬ 
ing bill abolished! 

In the dying hours of the recent session, more¬ 
over, Mr. Pooley introduced more amendments to the 
government Liquor Act. one of them giving the gov¬ 
ernment authority to establish its own beer-brewing 
plant if a condition arose which might make it de¬ 
sirable to adopt such a policy. 

In the days of opposition we recall that Mr. 
Pooley deprecated the practice of rushing through 
legislation during the lest few days of the session. As 
Attosney-Gensral now. we can readily believe that be 
is sincere in the views he expressed before the Board 
of Trade. Bui if he is not able to prod his colleague* 
into more speedy action with their special measures, 
however, he should at least find it comparatively 
simple to avoid any rush with measures for which he 
is directly responsible. 

It ie a good omen for the future, this obvious 
repentance. from the Attorney-General. The Times 
hopes his colleagues will help him fo do belter next 
year. The session of 1932 might be his last as 
Attorney-General, and he will naturally desire to 
make as good a showing as possible. *

That, perhaps, explains the inclination of those who 
know least of Australia to speak of its present eco¬ 
nomic crisis as if it were some purely self-sought 
trouble unrelated to the difficult conditions which 
now obtain all over the civilized world. 

“Actually there are few countries whose welfare 
is more dependent upon the general prosperity of the 
rest of civilization," we read further. “Australia 
serves the world chiefly as a producer of primary 
products, of which wool and wheat form the bulk, 
the prices of both these commodities having fallen 
substantially below the level obtaining in 1913. 
Something like a third of her whole production is 
exported, and it it upon the prices obtained for these 
exports that her prosperity is mainly dependent." 

One of the tragedies of the present world-wide 
trade depression it that, while the earth has yielded 
a great abundance of such commodities, Earl Beau¬ 
champ proceeds, its population has lacked the meant 
rather than the will to consume them. for. so long 
as there remains any want in the world, it can net 
be truthfully said that there is any over-production 
of tnose necessities which serve to feed or clothe us. 

“ That an increase in the production of such com¬ 
modities as wheat and wool, which form some ninety 
per cent of Australia's exports, should occasion a 
reduction in their prices is perhaps aatural. but that 
this reduction should fall below the point where 
production remains remunerative seems to Lord Beau¬ 
champ to be against the natural order of thin's, at 
low prices of primary products should correct them¬ 
selves through the consequent increase in the consump¬ 
tion of goods manufactured from them. He thinks it' 
ia a correction which statesmen should encourage m 
every way. „
